ANNUAL REPORT FOR 1947 

To be presented to the Members at the Annual General Meeting 
at the Cambridge Hall, Southport, on Sunday, 16th May, 1948 

The past year, which was one of generally normal conditions as regards 
the ordinary work of the Association, was notable as that of the first post¬ 
war Universal Esperanto Congress. Several hundred British Esperantists 
took part in the Congress, and a large proportion of the contingent consisted 
of members of the Association who travelled to Bern under the excellent 
arrangements made by our Secretary, Mr. R. B. Wilkinson. As will be seen 
from the Revenue Account, they thereby contributed substantially to the 
year's income, as well as minimizing for themselves the various perplexities 
and hindrances that beset foreign travel. 

The Council would here pay tribute to the enterprise and efficient work 
in this connection of our Secretary and all others concerned, and congratulate 
them on the success of their efforts from every point of view. 

Another source of additional income during the year, as compared with 
1946, was the higher subscription rates which came into force in accordance 
with the decision of the Annual General Meeting at Bristol, the total received 
under this head being £1,269, against £899 in the previous year. The higher 
rates led, however, to a reduction in the membership—which was 2,614, 
against 3,030 in 1946. 

Owing to further unavoidable increases on the expenditure side, and a 
decrease of £45 in Trading profits as compared with 1946, there was a gross 
deficit of £263 on the year, and only some £70 of this is compensated by the 
Guarantee. The largest single item of expenditure was, as usual, the amount 
spent on Salaries, but (as the Council have pointed out in earlier Reports) 
it is not possible to economize in this direction without very serious detriment 
to the Association's work. As it is, our Secretary was subjected to continuous 
over-pressure during the year, and on that ground alone no reduction in 
assistant staff would have been feasible. 

The net cost of the “Domo” was again very moderate for the office and 
storage accommodation it provides, whilst the outlay on the Journal, though 
heavy as compared with that of pre-war times (when, moreover, there were 
12 issues in the year), represents only about 2s. 6d. per member for this very 
essential service. 
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It may here be pointed out that the Trading and Touring profits in the 
year’s income were directly earned by the Staff, and that if these two items 
are deducted from the expenditure on Salaries, only the modest sum of £658 
remains as the net staffing cost of all the administrative and official 
propaganda activities of the Association, including the entire mass of 
accounting, correspondence, and general clerical work, the Education 
Secretary’s lecture tours, the editing and publishing of the Journal, the 
organizing of correspondence courses and examinations, and the maintenance 
and care of the Library. 

Reverting to the deficit, attention may be called to the fact that, though 
rather heavy, it and the other deficits of recent years have been less in 
themselves, and have represented much smaller proportions of the total 
Revenue expenditure, than those of the years before the war—when the cost 
of running the Association was much lower but large deficits were nevertheless 
incurred. The position is illustrated by the following table :—

It may be emphasized in this connection that the Association does not 
exist to make monetary profits, and if at any time there were a Revenue 
surplus instead of a deficit it would be used in one way or another to advance 
our propaganda activities or enhance our stability. Under existing 
conditions, the main disadvantage of a substantial deficit from a financial 
point of view is that it reduces the Association's capital resources, which, 
in fact, have hitherto been maintained chiefly through legacies, donations to 
special funds, and the Guarantee. Fortunately they include the “Domo" 
(acquired mainly through contributions to the Jubilee Fund in 1935-39), 
which is a very valuable asset. 

In. the Council’s view, the only sure way of avoiding the risk of large 
deficits in coming years is a very substantial increase in the number of 
members: but meanwhile, any additional support which existing members 
can give in the form of donations to general funds will be very useful. This 
item, in 1947, was £27 less than in the previous year. 

It is, however, not desired to have such extra support at the expense of 
the Advertising and Publicity Fund. During 1947, direct contributions to 
this Fund, whilst slightly higher than in 1946, amounted to only £187 : our 
advertising had therefore to be drastically limited, so that fewer correspond¬ 
ence courses were taken and fewer book sales and new members accrued 
through this channel. The Council appeal for much additional support to 
this Fund in 1948. 
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The amount spent on Advertising and Publicity includes the net cost of 
travelling and other expenses incurred by the Education Secretary 
(Mr. M. C. Butler) in connection with his propaganda work. Thanks, 
however, to considerable support from schools and other organizations 
visited, and local friends, in the form of contributions and hospitality, these 
expenses were only /45, and even so were largely offset by the profit on 
sales of elementary text-books and other literature on such occasions. In 
the course of the year Mr. Butler carried out extensive and very encouraging 
lecture tours in various parts of the country, as well as other visits involving 
less travelling ; and he gave short intensive courses in Esperanto at several 
schools. As in previous years, his acceptability and success as a lecturer 
and teacher were everywhere acknowledged. 

The Council congratulate Mr. Butler on once more so effectively 
maintaining this important side of our work, in addition to his other duties 
as Editor of the Journal and Librarian. 

The Honorary Public Relations Officer, Mr. E. D. Durrant, carried out 
a great deal of useful work during the year. As previously, his activities 
were largely in various official quarters and cannot be appropriately or 
adequately dealt with in a general Report ; but the Council are fully aware 
of their importance, and take this opportunity of expressing to Mr. Durrant 
the warm thanks of the Association. One item may be mentioned—the 
inauguration of the British Esperantist Scientific Association, which was 
the outcome of action taken by Mr. Durrant in collaboration with a group of 
scientists and technologists inside and outside the B.E.A., and which augurs 
well for the advancement of our cause in specialist circles. 

* The sincere thanks of the Association are also due to the manv other

voluntary workers on its behalf, including the Press Panel, guided by Mr. B. S. 
Whidborne ; the panel of Examiners, and its Honorary Secretary, Mr. A. 
Venture ; and the numerous correspondence course Tutors, whose unobtrusive 
j devotion to their task is of great value in promoting the study of the language. 

I As regards the Standard Courses in particular, the Honorary Organizing 
| Secretary, the Rev. W. J. Downes, who has continued to work untiringfy in 
| this useful sphere, says in his Report for the year : "Once more it is my happy

I The year was marked by the amalgamation of the Universal Esperanto 

j Association with the International Esperanto League, under the name of the 

| former. This did not change the position of the B.E.A., as the rules 

i governing the affiliation of national societies to the international organization 
j remained unaltered ; co-operation between the B.E.A. and the new U.E.A. 

I therefore proceeded smoothly, and the status of the Individual Members of 
I I.E.L. was unaffected. B.E.A. members in this category in 1947 numbered 

I 1,389, or about 53 per cent, of the total of 2,614, a proportion which is in itself

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good (and higher than that of a few years ago), but one which the Council 
trust may be considerably increased in 1948, not only on general grounds, 
but also on account of a special request by U.E.A. that the various national 
societies will do all they can to recruit fresh Individual Members. 

The Association also co-operated during the year with the Society of 
British Esperantist Teachers, the Tutmonda Junular-Organizo (T.J.O.), 
and the British Esperantist Scientific Association. Many of our members 
gave useful assistance in various ways in connection with the successful 
international gathering of T.J.O. at Ipswich. 


The production of the feature film mentioned in the Report for 1946 
was completed during the past year (under the title In Other Words), and a 
pre-view of it was witnessed by members of the Council and many of its 
financial sponsors. Bookings of the film had already begun by the end 
of the year, and the Council are confident that with the collaboration of 
members throughout the country this enterprise will do much to promote 
public knowledge of the movement and interest in its aims. 

The Annual General Meeting was held at Whitsuntide in Birmingham 
during the 32nd British Esperanto Congress, which was organized from 
headquarters with the assistance of local members, to whom sincere thanks 
are tendered for their contribution to a successful and enjoyable gathering. 
The attendance was not so large as had been anticipated, but the Annual 
Meeting itself was marked by fuller and more varied discussions than in 
former years, being spread over two sessions with this object, a plan which, 
in view of its success, it is hoped to follow on future occasions. Another 
noteworthy feature of the Congress was the holding of meetings for the 
presentation and discussion of sectional reports, on the lines inaugurated at 
Bristol in 1946, allowing the general body of members to learn of the progress 
of various specialized activities. 


The year closed under unfavourable conditions so far as international 
travel was concerned, but correspondence with most countries is now 
completely freed from war-time restrictions, and members of the Association 
are taking their share in intercourse with other lands through this medium. 
The Council are hopeful that there may be a fair British representation at the 
forthcoming Universal Congress in Sweden ; but whether this proves possible 
or not, they look forward to a year of progress in the British section of the 
movement if the members of the Association continue to w r ork faithfully to 
this end. 


The Council desire, in conclusion, to express on behalf of the Association 
their high appreciation of the work during the past year of the President 
(Miss Margaret Jay), the Honorary Secretary (Mr. Bernard Long), the 
Honorary Treasurer (Mr. A. Venture), and the Chairman of the Executive 
Committee (Mr. W. A. Gething), under whose joint guidance and responsibility 
the general administration of affairs was carried on to the Council’s entire 
satisfaction.

432 pp., broŝ. 8Ŝ. bp., bind. 105. 6p., afr. 9 p. 

S-ro Braga, veterana Esperantisto, datas 
la antaŭparolon “14 Jul. 1847, la 60a 
datreveno d© la apero de Esperanto”. 
La eldondato de la libro estas 3 Okt. 1947, 
la 143a naskiĝdatreveno de la aŭtoro. 
Tiel la forta Spiritista movado en Brazil© 
emfazas la kunligon de sia laboro kun 
Esperanto, kaj ĝi eldonis la verkon por 
informi la Esperantan mondon pri la bazo 
de ĝia laboro. 

Modema spiritismo festas sian centan 
jaron en 1948. Kardec esploris kaj verkis 
en Francujo, 1860-63, do pionirc, kaj sin 
turnis al publiko edukita Kristane. Laŭ la 
titolpaĝo, la verko pritraktas “la normalajn 
maksimojn de Kristo, ilian konformon kun 
spiritismo, kaj ilian aplikadon al la diversaj 
situacioj de la vivo”.

EXAMINER’S REPORT 

It will have been seen from the figures on 
p. 125 that far more candidates failed in 
Stage I than in the other stages. The 
Examiner remarks that many candidates 
attempted Stage I with very inadequate 
knowledge. A candidate should know the 
main grammatical rules, and be able to use 
the language in a simple way. Grammatical 
errors are penalized more seriously than gaps 
in vocabulary. 

r 

We can only summarize a few points 
from a report too lengthy to reproduce 
in full. 

Stage I (Elementary) 

Brava is not synonymous with kuraĝa, 
and does not mean “brave" in the usual 
sense of that word. Nor does ĝentila- mean 
“gentle”. Kaprinoj enuas tc mi was often 
mistranslated as “1 am bored with goats". 
English words and phrases causing difficulty 
were “official, regularly, attend, why" ( nu }. 
■“Brains" is a false plural : many candidates 
wrote cerbojn, giving the boy more brains 
than one. Many made an adverbial 
participle refer to the object of a verb : 
-e.g., in “he will meet many people hurrying 
home" we need rapidantajn (or, kiuj 
rapidas), not rapidante. Too many trans¬ 
lated “he went to bed" by li iris al lito. 
The essay was usually well done : many 
candidates were better in original com¬ 
position than in translation work. 

Stage II (Intermediate) 

Popola was often translated by 
“universal” or “popular". “Without work¬ 
ing for it" proved a trap for most. The 
adverbial participle is not correct here, 
since there is no reference to the subject: 
many candidates wrote sen labori (a 
construction not accepted as standard 
Esperanto). “A good time" is not bona 
tempo ; “after all" is not post Ho, much 
less the horrible cio konsiderate perpetrated 
by one candidate. In Section IVa no 
candidate translated all seven sentences 
correctly, and in IVb no candidate with- 
stood the test. The English equivalents of 
the seven words novelo, stufi, ŝargi, tantiemo, 
tegolo, triviala, vulgara are all in common 
use and a Stage II candidate ought surely 
to know their meaning. Only two or three 
knew that novelo means “a short story". 
Candidates should make a careful study of 
the common words in Millidge’s dictionary 7 . 


Stage HI (Advanced) 

It is obvious that many advanced 
students can use the language correctly 
and fluently for general or abstract themes, 


but they need to pay a good deal more 
attention to the art of translation, and to 
the mastery of the vocabulary. “Which I 
had not thought of before" is not kiun mi 
ne antaŭe pripensis ( — “had not thought 
about before"), but kin ne antaŭe venis al 
mi en la kapon. The essay was usually 
very well done, but there were the usual 
examples of words used incorrectly. E.g., 
kelkfoje (“on several occasions") for the 
Zamenhofan iufoje (“sometimes") ; kutime 
(“habitually") for the Zamenhofan ordinare 
(“usually"). In Section V, concerned 
specifically 7 with semi-technical words in 
common, almost daily, use, the attempts 
were nearly 7 all disappointing. 


MAKING THE MOST OF A 

HOLIDAY 

This excellent letter appeared in The 
Huddersfield Examiner under the above title. 
It may inspire readers to write on similar 
lines to their own local papers. 

Probably more people than ever before 
have taken a holiday 7 abroad this year, 
either on a conducted tour or through the 
World Friendship (or some similar) 
Association. The question comes to my 
mind : “Did all these people get all they 
should out of such a holiday ?” I think not. 

The language difficulty is a great obstacle. 
On a conducted tour one sees much, but 
gets little conception of the lives and 
customs of the people in the country visited. 
I recently 7 met W.F.A. holiday-makers in 
Groningen, Holland, who could speak only 
with the relatively few people, mostly 
officials, shop-keepers, or waiters, who knew 
a little English. 

My own experience may therefore be of 
interest. I speak Esperanto, the inter¬ 
national language. I planned to take my 
family to Holland, and made contact with 
Esperantists in that country. With what 
result ? When the boat berthed at the 
Hook we were met by Esperantists and 
welcomed as friends. For ten days, during 
which we visited Rotterdam, the Hague, 
Amsterdam, and Groningen, we were 
received into the homes of our Dutch 
friends and shown the various places of 
interest without loss of time. Better still, 
wt saw how the people lived, noted their 
customs, and by means of the common 
language Esperanto were able to discuss 
with them their domestic and economic 
problems. For us the language barrier did 
not exist. It was an exhilarating 
experience, and I recommend this method 
of taking a holiday abroad to the 
consideration of others.

The 
magazine will not be reformisma, but it 
will not reject sober and objective critical 
studies on Esperanto, and comparison with 
other languages.

S.B.E.T. 

At the A.G.M. and Conference of the 
Society of British Esperantist Teachers, 
held 2-4 Jan., in London, the Secretary 
reported a membership of 203, of whom 
140 are professional teachers. Mr. E. G. 
Dock, B.A. (Hemsworth) was elected 
President for 1948. So many requests for 
information about Esperanto as a School 
Subject have been received that the Society 
has compiled a report based on information 
supplied by teachers, and obtainable from 
the Sec., 183 Woodlands Park Rd., 
Bournville, Birmingham 30, for 6d. (post 
2£d.). The circulation of the Society’s 
magazine for Schools, Juna Espero, has 
gone up to 317. The competitions and 
puzzles are of much interest to young 
learners. Three schools have 90, 84, and 
60 subscribers respectively. The Committee 
is continuing its work on the Children’s 
Dictionary. 

Miss M. Jay, M.A., reported on the 
beginnings of Internacia Instruista Kun- 


laborado ; Miss V. C. Nixon, B.A., described 
experiences at the Summer School at 
Sablĉ-sur-Sarthe of the Groupe des Esper- 
antistes de l'Enseignement, and the 
activities of the French Society, with 
which S.B.E.T. works in close collaboration. 

Miss H. Chesterton, B.Sc., and Mr. K. 
Sly, B.Sc., reported on visits of school 
groups to the T.J.O. camp at Ipswich and 
the Children’s Colony at Barbezieux 
respectively. These talks were full of 
practical interest, and were made even 
more lively by photographs shown by an 
epidiascope. 

Mr. E. D. Durrant gave a critical account 
of the attitude of U.N.E.S.C.O. towards 
Esperanto, and emphasized the importance 
of evidence as to the success of Esperanto 
in schools. 

Mr. J. Williamson of Kenya brought a 
glimpse of another world in his survey of 
the language position in East Africa. 
Here Africans had long had their own 
international language in .Swahili, and 
wondered why Europeans had not yet 
solved this problem for themselves.

Internacia .Muzikfesto, Llangollen, Kim- 
rujo, 15-20 Junio, 1948 —This is the heading 
of a detailed prospectus in Esperanto 
issued by the Llangollen Eisteddfod 
Committee. There are 24 competitions for 
choirs, instrumental and vocal solos, folk¬ 
songs, and dancing. Entries (choirs and 
dance-troupes) must reach the Esperanto 
Secretary, Mrs. Roseti (The School House, 
Ponciau, Wrexham, N. Wales), by 13 
March ; for solos by 13 April. Write to 
Mrs. Roseti for a copy of the prospectus, 
which is itself of considerable interest. 
We hope that many musical Esperantists 
will enter for one or other of the 
competitions. 

The British League of Catholic Esper¬ 
antists —A 12-page booklet, obtainable from 
the Secretary, Mr. N. W. Vigar, 43 Defrene 
Rd., London, S.E.26. This should be very 
useful to hand to any R.C. friend who may 
have doubts or difficulties about Esperanto. 
On the cover is the pronouncement by 
Pope Pius X : “Esperanto has a great 
future before it”. 
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“The Worker Esperantist” (Jan.) enhavas 
atentindan artikolon de Reto Roseti : 
La malfacileco de io. Li demonstras la 
embarason kaj konfuzon alportitan de la 
landfinajo -io, kaj konsilas al ties uzantoj, 
ke (kiel li mem) ili revenu al la simpleco 
de -ujo. 

Bolivia Esperanta Asocio (Mayor Carrasco 
346, Miraflores, La Paz, Bolivio) anoncas 
sian fondiĝon. Ni deziras por ĝi prosperon. 
La sekretario (S-ro R. O. Lucia) petas, ke el 
tuta mondo oni donacu al la Asocio 
Esperantajn librojn, por helpi al ĝi fondi 
indan bibliotekon. 

The Esperanto vowel “A” —Mr. Mason 
Stuttard writes : “Having read in the 
current B.E. that the a in Esperanto is not 
pronounced as in the English lad, I protest 
against this categorical statement, which is 
only partly true. If the writer means the 
dialect wrongly called Southern English, 
he should say so. It is my experience—and 
yours, Mr. Editor, in travelling about the 
country, should echo it—that the Esperanto 
a is- as near to the a in lad as makes no 
difference in the whole of the North of 
England, in most of Scotland, in Ireland 
and Wales, and among the working classes 
in Somerset, Dorset, Hampshire, and 
Berkshire (though in the latter counties it 
is drawn out a little).” 

Mr. Stuttard himself, in Nelson’s Esper¬ 
anto Course, rightly exemplifies the pro¬ 
nunciation of a by the words bar, guard, ah. 
Doubtless in some dialects the word lad 
has this vowel (as in lard), though 1 do not 
think I have ever heard it so pronounced. 
All dictionaries, including tffc standard 
English Pronouncing Dictionary by the 
phonetic expert Daniel Jones, give to lad 
the short vowel heard in am, cat, bag 
(phonetic symbol ae). This is certainly its 
sound in what Jones calls Received English, 
and it is not that of Esperanto a. It is 
advisable (as Mr. Stuttard has himself done 
in his own text-book) to exemplify 
Esperanto sounds by English words about 
the pronunciation of which there is no 
difference of usage. Evidently lad is not 
one of these.—Editor, B.E.

In a sober and 
convincing manner it details the singular 
lack of any proof of the suitability of Basic 
for use as an international language, and 
its deficiencies and inadequacies, especially 
from the point of view of the scientist.
